It took but a few min- 
utes to extricate him. 

Taken to city hospital he was 
found to have several fractured ribs 
and to be suffering from shock and 
exposure. He was in a semi-deli- 
rious condition, but managed to tell 
his mother about his adventure. 

The first thing he sdid upon: be- 
ing lifted from the basement was 
‘Hello, Dad, where’s Mamma?” 

‘Norman told me he was walking 
on top of the foundation about 4:30 
o’clock Saturday afternoon,”’ Mrs. 
Schirmer said, “when he fell in, 
dropping about seven feet and dis- 
lodging. bricks and plaster which 
partially covered him. A big slab 
of plaster, about 7 feet by 6 feet, 
protected him, though it held him 
down. One side of it rested against 
the sidé of the foundation, forming 
a sort of tent. He lay on lus left 
side, his left arm caught under his 
side. But his head was free, al- 
though you couldn't see it from 
above because of the big slab. The 
plaster slab probably saved his 
life.’’

CHURCH BODIES ASK AMERICA 
TO SEEK WORLD DISARMAMENT 


By the Aesociated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 23.—An ap- 
peal to the American people to in- 
sist on world disarmament at the 
Geneva conference in 1932 is made 
in a statement by the Church Peace 
Union and the American Council of 
the World Alliance for Internation- 
al Friendship through the churches. 

“Thoughtful people,” says the 
statement, “are beginning to real- 
ize that armaments are futile to 
prevent war or to protect the people 
relying upon them; that they have 
prevented no wars in history and 
are not preventing war fears today; 
that they keep men thinking of war 
and constitute a perpetua: incen- 
tive to it.” : 7 

Immediate plans are urged for a 
demonstration’ of public opinion 
“that will demand the conference 
shall not be dominated by politi- 
cians who will jealously bargain for 
national advantage, or by military 
and naval experts who deem wars 
inevitable—but by delegates who 
fairly represent the peace-loving 
people of the world and who will 
not disregard their mandates.” 

Recalling the Kellogg-Briand 
pact renounced war as an instru- 
ment of national policy, the agen- 
cies assert, “to pledge ourselves not 
to go to war and then continue to

About 200,000,000 bushels of 
wheat have been bought by the 
stabilization corporation out ofa 
$500,000,000 revolving fund author- 
ized by Congress. 

Saving of Millions. 

Asserting that these purchases in 
1929 and 1930 saved wheat farmers | 
“many millions of dollars,”” the 
board said it could not indefinitely 
go on buying and holding wheat. 
“Farmers know this,” the board 
said, “and would not ask that it be 
done. It would not be, in the long 
run, in the farmers’ own interest.” 

Permanent relief lies in acreage 
reduction and efficient production 
methods, the board said, renewing 
its plea for drastic curtailment. It 
saw some progress in this direc- | 
tion. 

The board said “it is too early | 
now to set forth in detail what the | 


sales policy of the grain stabiliza- 
tion corporation will be in the new 
crop year, except to say that sta- 
bilization supplies of wheat will be | 
handled in such a way as to im-| 
pose the minimum of burden upon 
domestic and world prices.”

$75,000,000. In February, 1930, 
when dollar wheat became a real- 
ity, the board again bought at as 
high as 13 cents above prevailing 
prices. 

Last November it went into the 
market with a new campaign, mak- 
ing purchases until holdings topped 
100,000,000 bushels. Domestic 
prices settled 12 to 15 cents above 
Canadian and 15 to 20 cents above 
world levels.

all your questions,” Mahatma 
Gandhi said, when asked for an 
interview. So, with several hun- 
dred admirers trotting behind and 
setting a rapid pace, the National. 
ist leader, despite his frail physiques 
and more than 62 years, discussed 
the affairs of his country as he 
walked for five miles among the 
crumbling monuments and scarred 
forts of New Delhi's forgotten em- 
pires. 

“War will never be exterminated 
by any agency until men and na-| 
tions become more spiritual and 
adopt the principle of brotherhood 
and concord rather than antag- 
onism, competition and superiority 
of brute force,”’ Gandhi declared. 

“You in the West do not rec- 
ognize the power of spiritual 
things, but some day you will and 
then you will be free from war, 
crimes of violence and things that 
go with these evils. The West is 
too materialistic, selfish and nar- 
rowly nationalistic. What we want 
is an international mind embrac- 
ing the welfare and spiritual ad-

The Non-Violence Formula. 

“How would you cure the evils 
of war and armaments?” he was 
asked. 

“By non-violence, which will! 
eventually ‘weapon’ all nations. I 
Say eventually deliberately because 
we shall have wars and afmaments 
for a very long time. It has Leen 
2000 years since Christ delivered 
the Sermon on the Mount and the 
world has adopted only a” frag- 
ment of the imperishable and lofty 
precepts therein enunciated for the 
conduct of man toward man.”

OW that the proposed Euro 
pean tariff truce has been 
_ voluntarily abandoned, it is 
possible to diseuss it with more 
freedom dn the United States. 
Some claim was made that it 
was inspiped by an intention to 
erect continental tariff barriers 
for the purpose of encouraging 
trade among themselves and dis- 
couraging trade with our coun- 
try. Some looked on it as be 
ginning an offensive and de 
fensive trade alliance against 
goceds produced here. 

Probably that was not cor- 
rect. European’ nations are 
small in territory and contigu- 
ous like our own states. What- 
ever they could do to encourage 
commerce with each other by 
limiting or removing unneces- 
sary restrictions ought to be 
looked on with favor by us. We | 
want Europe prosperous. But 
a trade alliance of one section 
of the world against another 
section is of the same essence 
as a military alliance. It would 
be a source Of Irritation and sus- 
picion. 

Such tariff rates as are neces- 
sary for the protection of do- 
mestic industry are proper and 
friendly. But retaliation, and 
tariffs or agreements for the}- 
main purpose of injuring the 
trade of another country. are 
not wise. Europe needs our 
trade more than we need hers.

When MacRobertson Land was 
discovered last year it was beset 
with heavy pack ice so that por- 
tions of the coast line were located 
from the plane at a distance. We 
now find that in most cases the 
distances to the coast were under- 
estimated owing to the clarity of 
the air and the wonderfy!l visibil- 
ity tn these regions. 


From the foregoing it ts to be, 


noted that, so far as our opera- 
tions this season refer to the loca- 
tion and survey of the coast line. 
they have resulted in the discov- 


ery of new land totaling 16 degrees 


longitude of the territory discov- 


ered last year. Regarded on a 


broad geographical basis, the great 
feature is that sufficient data its 
now at hand to definitely assert 
the continuity of the Antarctic con- 
tinental coast line through the 
great arc, nowhere far vemoved 
from the Antarctic Circle and ex- 
tending from Cape Adare to En- 
Gerby Land. 


The geographical results, hew- 
ever, are only part of the story, for

FOR HOMEMAKERS 


Culinary and Meal Planning 
Problems Often Simplified 
by a Suggestion. 


Ginger bread waffles and choco- 
late waffles are novelties which the 
children especially will enjoy.

Fruit should be included in every 
breakfast ménu—orange juice, 
grapefruit, fresh fruit in Season, 
baked apples, canned fruits or dried 
cooked fruits. 

Buffet serving is not only an at+ 
tractive way of serving a supper, 
but is an ideal .way of handling a 
large number of people in a crowd- 
ed space. 

Egg yolks should be beaten until 
they are very thick and lemon 
colored, if they are to be used in 
sponge or pound cakes or in ome- 
lettes. 

Oysters, supported by milk, eggs 
and crackers, not to memtion but- 
ter, make a dish substantial enough 
for any meal. 

A good breakfast stimulates di- 
gestion and if this functional proc- 
ess is delayed or abused by poor 
diet, it means that the body is not 
enjoying its usual good health. 
Many of the more economical 
and less tender meat cuts can be 
utilized if the housewife resigns 
herself to allowing two or three 
heurs for baking the main course 
at dinner. 

For refreshing wilted vegetables 
add juice of lemon to pan of wa- 
ter. To keep such vegetables as 
old potatoes or cauliflower white 
during cooking, boil in water to 
which a slice of lemon or a little 
lemon juice has been added, 
Extracted juices furnish fruit 
acids needed for flavor and body 
in the drink, together with essen- 
tial vitaming and minerals of di- 
etic importance. Eggs or milk may 
be added where a higher food en- 
ergy value is desired.

|MODERN CULINARY PRACTICE 


Use the Liquid in Which Vegetables 
Are Canned. 


Prejudices in regard to the use 
or care of certain foods are hard 
to overcome, and some of the hard- 


est deal with canned foods. 

It is a mistake to throw away 
the liquid in which vegetables are 
canned, for it contains considerable 
of the mineral and vitamin content 
of the food that have been ex- 
tracted by the cooking. Cook the 
canned vegetable in a saucepan 
with this liquid until it has evap- 
orated as much as desired. 

The flavor of the food is not 
necessarily improved by pouring 
off .the liquid and rinsing the 
vegetable in cold water, though 
many people think so. Try the 
method just’ described instead and 
taste the result.

AL CAPONE 


“PUBLIC ENEMY, No. 1” 


CHAPTER THIRTEEN. 
HE next act of violence came 
Tones the sawed-off 
roared a finis to the devious 
career of Diamond Joe Esposito, 
68 poisoned slugs, fired at almost 
point-blank range, burying them- 
serves in his pudgy body. United 
States Senator Charles 8S. Deneen 
hurried home from Washington, 
and the fight was on. 

Esposito’s death was of tremen- 
dous significance. He was a lead- 
er in the Deneen faction of the Re- 
publican party, opposing the Amer- 
ica Firsters. In the old Nineteenth 
Ward—now the Twenty-fifth—the 
Italian district, he was by way of 
being a political, social and busi- 
ness institution. ‘“Dimey,” they 
called him. His name was a house- 
hold word. No christening, no wed- 
ding, no funeral, no saint's day, 
was complete without Dimcy’s 
presence. In the Christmas holi- 
days he gave his annual party and 
Played Santa Claus for the poor 
children. He was the ward's god- 
father. 


The result was apparent at elec- 
tion times. Like his friend, Big 
Jim Colosimo, and like Mike Mer- 
lo, Esposito, in the vernacular of 
the ward heeler, was a sheepherd- 
er: he delivered votes. 

Too shrewd to becOme openly 
involved in the bootleg war, he 
operated always with the factor of 
safety in mind. He was associated 
with the Gennas before their break 
with Capone; he sold sugar to the 
big alky-cooking syndicate in Mel- 
rose Park, a suburb northwest of 
Cicero; in Chicago Heights, Ca- 
pone territory, he owned the 
Milano cafe, where dry. agents 
found a 1000-galion still, 3800 gal- 
lons of alcohol, 15 barrels of wine 
and two barrels of whisky. 

His brother-in-law. John Tucillo, 
a booze runner for Ralph Sheldon 
of the Capone South Side outfit, 
was taken for a ride and his body 
left in a car in front of Sheldon's 
home, in one of the most atrocious 
reprisals of the bootleg war. An- 
other brother-in-law, Philip Leo- 
natti, was shot to death in his 
cigar store. These facts will suf- 
fice to acquaint the reader with 
Esposito’s political and business 
background.

HE social side of him was 
T enicue. He had a passion for 

festal entertaining. For 29 
years his annual] St. Joseph's day 
parties were the outstanding 
events of the Nineteenth Ward. It 
was as a dinner host, however. 
that he excelled, and the biggest 
affair at which he ever presided 
was the victory banquet in Feb- 
ruary of 1925 to celebrate Mr. 
Deneen’s election to the United 
States Senate. It was given in the 
Gold FReom of the Congress Hotel. 
More than 1500 guests, including 
all the precinct captains and their 
families, assembled, and Mr. De. 
neen was presented with a bronze 
bust of himself. 
The friendship and alliance of 
Senator Deneen—a parliamentarian 
ary who voted for the Jones five- 
and-ten law—with Esposito pro- 
vides another of the anomalies of 
prohibition as is. 
Deneen was present in Novem- 
ber of 1925 at the christening party 
for Esposito’s son, Charles 
Anthony. who was named for him. 
It was held at the Bella Napoli 
cafe, from which the Federal pad- 
lock had been removed a twelve- 
month previously. 
Esposito was perhaps the most 
pampered of his kind in Chicago. 
In 1933, after he had been fined 
for violating the prohibition laws, 
he went to Italy—his first and only 
journey to the land of his birth. 
Arrived there, he received a testi- 
monial that he cherished until his 
death. It was a scroll bearing his

DETERMINED. contest was 
being waged by the America 
ers for that post, their 
candidate being Joseph P. Savage, 
a former assistant State’s Attorney.

He shook his head. He had a 
two-man bodyguard, the brothers 
Ralph and Joe Varchetti. He wasn't 
afraid. In the evening he visited 
his headquarters, the Esposito Na- 
tional Republican Club, at 2215 
West Taylor street, a few blocks 
from his home, at $00 South Oak- 
ley boulevard. He left the club 
with the Varchettis. 

To quote verbatim ‘from Ralph 
Varchetti’'s testimony at the in- 
quest: 

We went back to the drug 
store, and after staying about 15 

minutes, Dimey said, “Let’s go 
home,” and we started off, put- 
ting him between us. 

We met a woman on the way 
—she was an election clerk, and 


minutes while he talked to her. 
Then we went along Oakley, and 
when he got about to $10 South 
Oakley we heard a shot. I 
thought it was a blowout, 

Then there were more shots, 
and Joe says “O my God!” and I 
knew he was hit. I dropped to 
the sidewalk and lay fiat, with 
my face in the dirt. I could see 
Dimey twisting and sinking to 
the sidewalk. ‘The shots came in 
bursts of fire from an automobile 
which had driven alongside of us, 
from behind. 

When the firing stopped a sec- 
ond, I looked up and they fired 
again. I dropped fiat, and this 
time waited until they were gone. 

I got near Dimey and tried to 
wake him. He was gone. 

Only meageér descriptions were 
forthcoming from the Varchettis— 
three men in an automobile; they 
didn’t recognize them; they 
couldn't identify them; they didn't 
notice the make of car. The only 
clews were two sawed-off double- 
barreled shotguns and a revolver, 
which the assassins tossed out as 
they sped away.

Threat- 
ened by the Turks, it was carried 
by angels through the air and de- 
posited on a hill at Tersatto, in 
Dalmatia. In 1294, the angels car- 
ried it across the Adriatic to a wood 
near Recanti, in the province of 
Ancena, Italy: either from this 
wood (lauretum) or from its pro- 
prietrix, Laureta. the chapel derives 
its name, saccellum gioriosoe Vir- 
ginis in Loreto. 

Such the legend. Annually, in 
the homeland, the time of the Na- 
tivity of the Virgin is an occasion 
of national observance. Thousands 
of pilgrims journey to Loreto, for 
devotion and to make their votive 
offerings. In America, Sept. 8 is 
the Italians’ biggest feast day. An) 
entire week is set aside for celebra- | 
tion.

NLY Father Giambastian! was

“City Lights,” as shown in the theaters, runs 8093 
linear feet. A trifle longer than most screen stories. 

But here in the Chaplin studio vaults, to be consigned 
some day to flames, are 619,907 feet of the original film, 
just as carefully made as those sequences which went out 
under the title name. Six hundred and twenty-eight 
thousand film feet “shot” by two cameras and a mere 
eight thousand retained!

HE comedian uses no scenario or manuscript in making 
T his pictures. He selects a theme and from it envisions 

the odd things that might happen. There must be 
humor or a touch of pathos in all the incidents; they 
must excite human interest and be believable. This sys- 
tem probably was best exemplified by the sequenceg in 
“The Kid,” his greatest picture, and by events in “The 
Circus.” In “City Lights” he endeavored to portray what 
might happen if a poor, homeless, hungry wanderer of 
the streets stopped a millionaire from drowning himself 
and, in turn, was taken into the millionaire’s world, 
theugh socially unfitted. About this idea, or problem, or 
theme, he wove his situations. He also sought to show 
that a blind girl selling flowers at a street corner might be 
beautiful in character with a woman’s tender soul and 
therefore really one of a city’s “‘lights.’’ 

Making this picture took its toll of Chaplin's strength. 
During its production he aged perceptibly. The tinge of 
gray at his temples crept toward the crown. The lines 
in his face deepened... Thinking, thinking, thinking— 
planning, studying, envisioning, devising, he got little rest, 
All his boundless energy was directed upon the one object. 
He put in eight weeks making the prize fight sequence of 
“City Lights,” before he had it where he wanted it, 
After repeated trials by others, he, with his own voice, 
made the quack-quack-quack burlesque on the “talkies” 
which opens the production. At 3 o'clock one morning 
while making the falling-off-the-dock scenes, Henry Clive, 
celebrated artist who had been- cast in the millionaire’s 
role, refused to go into the water because it was cold.

Focal Infections 

URING ‘the past 20 years & 

great deal has been written on 

focal infections. 
Some have held these infections 
responsible for an extremely wide 
variety of ailments. Others have 
tended to underestimate their im- 
portance, 
Accumulated medical experience 
has, however, served to establish a 
rational attitude toward focal in- 
fections. Certain it is that the 
reality of focal infections, and the'r 
ability to be of a source of disease 
in renfote parts of the body have 
been established beyond question. 
By a focus of infection ig meant 
a place where an abscess has 
formed, liberating germs, toxins or 
both into the body. Many differ- 
ent kinds of germs may cause foc 
or infection, which may be in dif- 
ferent parts of the body. 

The most common places In the 
body where a focus of infection 
may develop &re the teeth, tonsils, 
sinuses, gall bladder and prostate. 
But practically any portion of the 
body subject to infection may aiso 
become a focus of infection. 

A focus of infection may injure 
remote parts or organs of the body 
by giving off into the blood or 
lymph stream bunches of germs or 
poisonous products of germ activ- 
ity. 

These germs or 
travel far and wide 
and injure the kidneys, 
brain, bones, etc. 

Focal infections may thus give 
rise to arthritis or inflammation of 
joints, heart disease in different 
forms, such as endocarditis, that is, 
an inflammation of the inner lin- 
ing of the heart; myocarditis, in- 
volving the musculature of the 
heart; pericarditis, involving the 
outer tinings of the heart. 

Nephritis may result from a fo- 
tus of infection, and various forms 
of neurologic or nerve pains may 
also be due to the same source.

For Closet Space 


O HOME ever had too much | 


taken it up. 

First of all, the closet is papered, 
or painted, and as few of them 
have windows, light paper or paint 
ig advisable. Next, the space is ap- 
portioned, so much for hangers, s0 
much for shelves, so much for 
drawers or open shelves and 80 on. 
On a high shelf may be placed mov- 
able drawers or a series of paste- 
board boxes of uniform size, cov- 
ered with paper or painted to match 
the walls, and provided with hqan- 
dies. Shelves are covered with oil- 
cloth, its edges scalloped. A shelf 
or two provided with built-in slant 
shelves or with pasteboard ones to 
which cleats have. been tacked, 
makes an ideal place for shoes. 
Then there may be a shelf with 
stationary or movable hat stands; « 
section curtained, for handbags, 
etc., a rack on the door for ties 
and belta and linen shelves with a 
two-inch rail across them, if the 
closet is to serve a double purpose. 

Hangers should be 


a quilted wadding, the pieces cut to 
fit and sewed underneath, 
the edges should come together 
nicely. Then a tube made of silk or 
velvet the length of the hanger, cut 
through the center, a section slipped 
over each side and the two edges 
sewed together with a bow or arti- 
ficial flower to conceal the seam. 
If velvet, velveteen or a suede ma- 
terial is used as covering, the wad- 
ding is not essential.
